That at least four persons will 
be candidates for the two pvsi- 
tions on the city council appeared 
likely today as the name of Ver- 
ner H. Wilson was added to the 
list of candidates. A petition is 
being circulated in the interests 
of Godfrey A. Andreas, incum- 
bent. P. H. McQuillen, the other 
incumbent, is being urged to al- 
low his name to go on the bal- 
lot again, but no official action 
has been taken. Earl E. Haw- 
thorne is the other candidate def- 
initely in the field. 

Mr. Wilson, a resident in Up- 
land since 1914, and a former 
business man, today said that he 
had decided to become a can- 
ddate. Not actively engaged in 
business at present, Mr. Wilson 
will have time to devote to the 
city’s interests, it is pointed out 
by those backing his candidacy. 
Mr. Wilson was candidate for 
justice of the peace in the 1934 
election. 

The final date for filling of 
nominating petitions is March 25 
and not March 15, as formerly 
announced. The election date fixes 
noon on March 25 as the final 
time for candidates to file nom- 
inating petitions for places on 
the April 14 election. 

Owen E. Atwcod is a candidate 
for city treasurer and Ernest C. 
Mehl is a candidate for city clerk. 

Ontario is also going to have 
a contest in its municipal voting 
next month. Four candidates are 
in the field, including Sidney 
Herzberg, William Batchelor, 
George B. Weldon and Jack An- 
derson. The latter three were nom-~ 
inated on petitions filed last week, 
all bearing the same names. Three 
persons are to be elected.

be three separate buildings in 
‘the park, thus affording ground 
floor for the Legion club house, 
the community auditorium, the 
capacity of which could be in- 
creased, and the community gym- 
nasium.
